TEETH GERMS ISOLATED 
Scientists often mak* 
important 
discoveries while they are looking 
for somehting else. That is what 
probably happened in the dairy re­ 
search laboratories of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture recently. They 
were studying a germ called lacto- 
bacillus acidopholus to find exactly 
what effect it has on milk. It had 
been thought for some time that 
this germ, which acts on sugars and 
products an acid might be respon­ 
sible for tooth decay.

HARRISBURG, June 6.—The first 
stocking of the giant Pymatuning 
reservoir in northwestern Pennsyl­ 
vania has been announced by the 
fish commission. Five stations' from 
which the stocking is conducted 
have been established on Pymatun­ 
ing. 
Station No. 1 is located east 
of Turnersville; station No. 2, be- 
! tween 
Simons 
and 
Turnersville; 
! station No. 3. east of Simons; sta­ 
tion No. 4, -west of Westford, and 
I station No. 5, west of Espyville. 
Points selected are at the mouths of 
feeder streams to the main body of 
water, as these sections offer good 
water conditions for stocking and 
are readily accessible by road. 
The first consignment of fish for 
Pymatuning consisted of wall-eyed 
pike or pike perch, averaging 15 
inches in length, bullhead catfish 
averaging 15 inches in length, and 
bluegill 
sunfish 
averaging 
eight 
inches in length. 
A second ship­ 
ment consisted of 160 cans of year­ 
ling bluegill sunfish and 560 cans 
of yellow perch fry. 
Recent tests 
of water taken from the reservoir 
show it to be ideal for fish life.
